Ed Gibbon, of Oak Villa 
farm, co-operated in the enterprise 
and prepared a showing of baled pea­ 
nuts, which perhaps attracted more 
comment and attention than any oth- 
feature of 
the 
farm 
display, 
or 
amounting almost to a sensational 
proof of what Wise county can do in 
peanut growing. 
Among those at­ 
tracted and interested were Walter 
Gilliland and Mr. Barney, of Deca­ 
tur, and these gentlemen went to Dal­ 
las Tuesday to buy a peanut thresher 
to be operated in the vicinity of De­ 
catur on the crops grown this season, 
and those which its presence in the 
community 
will 
encourage to 
be 
planted next year. 
The fact that there is a thresher 
here to separate the nuts will largely 
encourage planting of the product 
next year and since a special effort 
will be made by the commercial club 
to find a profitable market for the 
nuts it may be anticipated that a new 
farming industry, Uke that of dairy­ 
ing, has been added to the general 
farming system of this section. 
This 
is only one concrete evidence of the 
material good the recent farm show 
did for Decatur, but it may be expect­ 
ed there are others in other spheres 
of farming and live stock raising 
which have not come to light. 
There can be no doubt about it; 
peanut growing, 
together with the 
growing of cow peas, is destined to 
become a big industry in this vicinity 
both having the advantages enumer­ 
ated as follows: they constitute a food 
for both man and beast on the farm 
and elsewhere; they become a substi- 
* tute for corn because they do not 
make so large a stalk and therefore 
require less moisture or rainfalHfor 
their production, consequently they 
are drouth resistant; they require less 
richness of soil because they take 
v qffcj per cent of their nourishment or 
plant food from the atmosphere, con­ 
sequently they will grow in poorer 
land. Finally they enrich instead of 
exhaust the soil as corn does. 
Any crop that will grow on poor 
land in seasons of drouth, and that 
instead of exhausting that soil will 
add to its fertility and that by reason 
of its high adaptability and nourish­ 
ing feed value for man and beast 
will become a substitute for corn is 
the crop to grow in this section. The 
experience of this great drouth and 
the successful growth of thesejiea- 
nuts here demonstrates that peanuts 
and cow peas have these possibilities. 
With peanuts, peas and sorghum 
and a little corn hog raising is a 
proven possibility for thi> section. 


Broom corn is worth from $1.50 to 
1200 a ton, and the local broom fac 
tory uses on an Average of ten tons a 
year and could use twenty or thirty 
tons a year if it could be procured, 
Why can’t Wise county furnish the 
broom corn needed to supply the 
local factory which would increase 
its business if the raw material could 
be procured. 
F. M. Frivett one of the owners of 
the broom factory wants to get bis 
supply of corn for his factory in De­ 
catur raised in Wise county 
and 
wants to see a large acreage planted 
next year. 
“ Wise county land will produce as 
good broom corn as can be raised in 
the United States,” said Mr. Privett, 
“ and we would be glad to get the 
farmers of Wise county interested in 
the culture of broom corn. In order 
to get an increased acreage planted 
in broom corn we would gladly fur­ 
nish fanners seed for 1912 crop at 
cost.” 
The Commercial Club through its 
secretary woald like to get as many 
farmers as possible interested in the 
cultivation of broom corn and see a 
sufficient quantity raised to supply 
the local factory. Wise county farm­ 
ers ought to learn the lesson of diver­ 
sification this year and next year put 
in several acres in broom corn. 
Broom corn raised in 
sufficient 
quantities will mean the enlargement 
of the local factory and the employ 
meet of more men, women and chil 
dren in Decatur. 
It may be the 
means of establishing more factories. 
I>et the farmers of Wise county raise 
broom corn next year. 
The secretary of the commercial 
club wants as many farmers as pos­ 
sible to plant from two to thirty acres 
of broom corn in 1912. Any one in­ 
terested it the culture of broom corn 
is invited to confer with C.S. Welsch, 
secretary of the Commercial club. 
To keep Texas money in Texas and 
to keep Wise.county money in Wise 
county and Decatur it is necessary 
for farmers to diversify, and raise 
broomcorn. We can keep money in 
Wise county if Wise county farmers 
will lead ‘a hand and raise broom 
corn to supply the Decatur broom 
factory.

tur, and these gentlemen went to Dal­ 
las Tuesday to buy a peanut thresher 
to be operated in the vicinity of De­ 
catur on the crops grown thiv season, 
and those which its presence in the 
community 
will 
encourage to 
be 
planted next year. 
The fact that there is a thresher 
here to separate the nuts will largely 
encourage planting of the product 
next year and since a special effort 
will be mpde by the commercial club 
to find a profitable market for the 
nuts it may be anticipated that a new 
farming industry, like that of dairy­ 
ing, has been added to the general 
farming system of th if© section. 
This 
is only one concrete evidence of the 
material good the recent farm show 
did for Decatur, but it may be expect­ 
ed there are others in other spheres 
of farming and live stock raising 
which have not come to light. 
There can be no doubt about it; 
peanut growing, 
together with the 
growingofoow peas, is detftined to 
become a big industry in this vicinity 
both having the ail vantages enumer­ 
ated as follows: they constitute a food 
for both man and beast on the farm 
and elsewhere; they become a substi­ 
t u t e for corn because they do not 
make so large a stalk and therefore 
require less moisture or rainfalljfor 
their production, consequently they 
are drouth resistant; they require less 
richness of soil because they take 
' fifty per cent of their nourishment or 
plant food from the atmosphere, con­ 
sequently they will grow in poorer 
land. Finally they enrich instead of 
exhaust the soil as corn does. 
Any crop that will grow on poor 
land in seasons of drouth, and that 
instead of exhausting that soil will 
add to its fertility and that by reason 
of its high adaptability and nourish­ 
ing feed value for man and beast 
will become a sebititute for corn is 
the crop to grow in this section. The 
experience of this great drouth and 
the successful growth of these'pea- 
nuts here demonstrates that peanuts 
and cow peas have these possibilities. 
With peanuts, peas and sorghum 
and a little corn hog raising is a 
proven possibility for thi* section. 


Broom corn is worth from $1.50 to 
$200 a ton, and the local broom fac 
tory uses on an average of ten tons a 
year and could use twenty or thirty 
tons a year if it could be procured. 
Why can’t Wise county furnish the 
broom corn needed to supply the 
local factory which would increase 
its business if the raw material could 
be procured. 
F, M. Privet* one of the owners of 
the broom factory wants to get his 
supply of corn for his factory in De­ 
catur raised in Wise county 
and 
wants to see a large acreage planted 
next year. 
“ Wise county land will produce as 
good broom corn as eau be raised in 
the United States,” said Mr. Privets 
“ and we would bo glad to get the 
farmers of Wise county interested in 
the culture of broom corn. In order 
to get an increased acreage planted 
in broom corn we would gladly fur­ 
nish farmers seed for 1912 crop at 
cost.” 
The Commercial Club through its 
secretary woald like to get as many 
farmers as possible interested in the 
cultivation of broom corn and see a 
sufficient quantity raised to supply 
the local factory. 
Wise county farm­ 
er# ought to learn the lesson of diver­ 
sification this year and next year put 
in several acres in broom corn. 
Broom corn raised in 
sufficient 
quantities will mean the enlargement 
of the local factory and the employ­ 
ment of more men, women and chil­ 
dren in Decatur. 
It may be the 
means of establishing more factories. 
Let the farmers of Wise county raise 
broom corn next year. 
The secretary of the commercial 
club wants as many farmers as pos­ 
sible to plant from two to thirty acres 
of broom corn in 1912. Any one in 
terested it the culture of broom corn 
is invited to confer with C.S. Welsch, 
secretary of the Commercial club. 
To keep Texas money in Texas and 
to keep Wise.county money in Wise 
county and Decatur it is necessary 
for farmers to diversify, and raise 
broomcorn. 
We can keep money in 
Wise county if Wise county farmers 
will lend la hand and raise broom 
corn to supply the Decatur broom 
factory.
